The following inward (P. and O.) mail, with dates Yokohama July 24, 
Shanghal, July 28, Hong Kong Aug. 8, Singapore Aug. 11, is due, cia Brindisi, on 
Monday next, the 16th inst. 

Telegrams by the China Submarine and Red Sea Lines are being received with 
the usual regularity, occupying, allowing for difference of time, four to five hours 
in transmission. Telegraphic communication between Shanghai and Nagasaki is 
still interrupted.

Summary of Helos from the Far Cast. 


JAPAN. 
—~— 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present (Pacific) mail brings advices from this port to July 
22; the French mail, with dates from London to May 24, arrived 
out on the 11th; and the following P. and O. mail, of May 31, 
on July 13. The following items of news are from the Japan 
Herald :— 


Nearly three years ago the Japanese Government sent to the 
Koreans to demand payment of arrears of tribute ; the Koreans 
refused compliance, and sent a most insulting reply back. Until 
lately the Korean despatch (by no means a “ pPY despatch” for 
the Japanese) has been kept from publication, but a copy has by 
some means been obtained, and published, much to the chagrin of 
the Government, who do not at all relish that the world at large 
should know that the Koreans have been enabled to insult them 
with impunity. The following is a copy of the document :— 

We have received your letter, and have given it very deep considera- 
tion, comparing your despatch with other despatches. It is a long 
time since there has been any intercourse between the two countries. 
Your despatch demands payment of tribute. We will show how this 
affuir stands. Taico Sama, without provocation or cause of any kind, 
invaded Korea, and made Korea sign a document agreeing to pay tri- 
bute. In those days Korea was unprepared for war, and had not even 
been informed of the intention of Japan. But it is very different now. 
The invasion by Taico was a crime committed against Korea by Japan, 
which is not yet punished. Your demand is so unreasonable that 
instead of Korea payiag yon a tribute, it is for you to return the money 
paid by Korea. In your despatch you have made many insinuations of 
your having adopted foreign customs; we can assure you that Japan is 
Japan, Korea is Korea—but Korea has its own customs. Some years 
back we had a difference with a country called France, which is, among 
barbarians, considered to be very powerful and very large, while Korea 
is very small; but we defeated that great country. We assembled all 
our warriors, every one of whom was ready to die. According to our 
old treaty of friendship, whenever either is attacked by barbarians the 
other is to help. To show our honesty, when the barbarians went to 
your country we immediately wrote to you that we had made evecy pre- 
paration to help you, During the French attack on Korea we day 
and night expected that you would come with your forces to our aid ; 
but, not having received your assistance, we wrote and informed you of 
our distress, informing you of our position, and asking for immediate 
help. You have neither sent aid or any answer to our despatch. From 
that day our treaty of friendship was at an end. We no longer 
consider each other friends, but enemies. The tone of your despatch 
is so friendly that we look upon itas treachery ; and after having been 
80 friendly with Japan and being repaid by treachery, we never can be 
friendly again. Not only have you broken the treaty as we have 
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above described, but you have also broken another very chief point of 
treaty in adoptiog the manners and customs of the Western barbarians, 
Oar information is that you have adopted French drill; and whenever 
you want money you go to England: and ff you wish to tax your 
own people or impose duties you fake advice from Americans, But 
you have never consulted us, as agreed in our old treaty. You think 
the Western barbarians are great people. We, Koreans, are a yery 
small country, but yct we have the courageto put in writing to you 
that Western barbarians are beasts. The above we intend as a direct 
insult to you and your allies—the barbarians. We desire that you 
ohould join then: und bring your great ships and your army here. 
Fusankai is the nearest part of Korea to Japan. To make your attack 
as inexpensive as possible to you and your friends, we will send and 
clear Fusankai for a battle ficld and will appoint the battle, It is use- 
less to go into any correspondence, because the wrong you have done 
to us is sv great that your apologies will not avail. The only alterna- 
tive is a bloody war—a war that will cost Japan all its warriors ; and 
then we will bring you to terms. 

This is our intention. You must not attempt to write as again; 
and the above is a notice to you to make ali preparation, for either 
Japan must invade Korea or Korea will invade Japan. KAKURIN. 

The internal organisation of the Imperial household appears to 
be regulated by a thoughtful economy. The Sovereign is away, 
and his spouse will speedily follow him ; consequently the estab- 
lishment is reduced by the dismissal of thirty-six female attend- 
ants, who issued forth in a body, last week, from the O Te go Mon, 
carrying with them good wishes and a moderate gratuity. 

A notification has been received by the various Consuls from the 
Lord Chamberlain’s otfice to the effect that the Empress Dowager 
intends visiting the hot springs at Myonoshta, and requesting 
them to notify their countrymen to that effect, and to desire them 
to abstain from visiting that place during the stay of the Imperial 

arty. 

j During the Mikado’s absence the new American horses which 
he recently purchased will probably be put in training. Up to 
this time they have only served as expensive ornaments. Al- 
though there is nothing really dangerous about them, they have 
hitherto shown too much of the spirit of the steeds of Indra, the 
Vedic hero, to be trusted with a monarch who is rapidly sinking his 
divinity, and can only control his coursers by ordinary mortal means. 
In due time, let us hope, they will be tamed down to a sense of 
their responsibility, for they are really beautiful animals, and 
ought not to waste their prowess in a stable. 

Katsu Awa has been appointed Controller of the Admiralty 
(Kaigun no Taiyo). This appointment has given much satis- 
faction to the Tokugawa party, to which he belonged. 

The manufacturing departments under or belonging to the Ko- 
busho (Public Works Department) are seven in number. The 
first‘and most important of these is the arsenal at Yokoska, 
ship docks at Nagasaki, iron foundry at Hiogo, iron foundry and 
machine shop at Yokohama, lighthouse and buoy establishment 
at Benten, Vokohams, and a type foundry and a cotton mill 
at Yedo. 

A meeting of the subscribers to Christ Church was held on the 
11th July, for the purpose of discussing the desirability of the 
erection of a schoolhouse on the church compound. The meeting 
was very thinly attendcd, and, after a short discussion, authority 
was given for the building of the projected room. 

A number of schools are being built in Yedo and elsewhere by 
purely private enterprise. The Japanese and foreign languages 
will be taught. 

The purchasers of silkworms’ eggs who annually arrive here 
from Italy and France will find a new feature connected with that 
business this year. Commissioners have been appointed by the 
Japanese Goverument te examine all the silkworms’ eggs brought 
in to be sold to foreigners. The Government claims that it is 
done solely in the interests of forcigners, as the Japanese have 
been in the habit of selling inferior eggs for the best, thus “bring- 
ing discredit on the country.” But as most of the buyers are 
expcricneed men, and easily distinguish good eggs from bad ones, 
it appears to me that this solicitude is rather superfluous. How 
will the Commissioners be paid ? By a tax on the eggs? I should 
not be surprised if this interference resulted in enhanced prices and 
a considerable amount of swindling. 

A telegram was received from Osaka stating that the American 
Consul at Kobe, Mr. Turner, had broken his leg in Kioto, and 
required medical aid immediately in Csaka, having been brought 
there after the accident. The steam launch was soon ready, and 
Dr. C. J. 8. Wells was soon in her and on the way to Osaka to aid 
the wounded Consul. Various were the surmises as to the cause 
of the accident. Finally all agreed in the supposition that he 
must have fallen from his horse in an excursion to Lake Biwa. 
It was not till Dr. Wells returned next day that the facts were 
ascertained. It seems that a party, consisting of Colonel Shep. 
herd, Consul-General at Yokohama and Charge d’ Affaires during 
Mr. De Long’s absence, Mr. Turner and Mr. Senter, agent of the 
Pacific Mail Company, had gone to Lake Biwa, and soon after 
their arrival Messrs. Senter and Turner had gone out for a walk, 
leaving Colonel Shepherd in the tea house at which they had 
stopped. Becoming fatigued, they stopped at another tea house, 
and were quietly taking a cup of the gentle stimulant that 
cheers but not inebriates, when suddenly a crowd of drunken 
Japs broke into the room where they were sitting, and com- 
menced an attack on them with clubs and sticks. Being un- 
armed and unattended by a guard they retreated in haste it as 
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they ran one of the pursuers thrust his stick between Mr. Turner's 
legs and tripped him, so that he fell and’broke the bone of his 
thigh. Mr. Senter being a man of great muscular strength im- 
mediately picked up his fallen friend and bore him off safely 
from his enemies. The Japs still pursuing, the Americans took re- 
fuge in another tea-house. The pursuers, probably blinded by the 
saki they had been drinking so poe did mot see this dodge, 
and they remained there safe till a gaessenger could be despatched 
to Colonel Shepherd for assistance. Mr. Turner was then con- 
veyed on a atretcher, borne on the shoulders of Japanese, to 
Osake. and the despatd) sent thence for medical aid as above 
stated. 

The next day Mr. Turner was brought down to Kobe ina Ja- 
panese boat towed by the Colorado’s steam launch, and eonveyed 
to his room in the Hiogo Hotel, where he is now attended by Dr. 
Harrison, who came out in the Stonewall, and Dr. Wells, of the 
Colorado. His thigh not having been set soon after it was broken 
they have not been able to do so since. 

A disgraceful scandal has taken place amongst a few of the 
lower orders of German Jews. Two of their number went to the 
synagogue to pray fora dying relation. On their arrival there 
they found the building stripped of all its furniture by one J. 
L. Liebermann, to whom they went, and asked him to give up the 
scrolls of the law. This he refused todo. Bad language on both 
sides followed, and the affair culminated by the parties appearing 
in the Consular Courts to answer summonses for assault. 

In H.B.M.’s Supreme Court, Mr. F. V. Dickins on behalf of the 
defendants in the recent action, Findlay, Richardson, and Oo. v. 
Pitman and Co., brought a motion for leave to appeal questions 
in that suit to the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court of Shanghai. 
Mr. Davidson, for Messrs. Findlay, Richardson, and Co., in argu- 
ing against the motion, said that it was not in the power of his 
lordship to grant the appeal, on the grounds that the Orders in 
Council provided that from a Supreme Court no appeal could lie, 
and the present one having full jurisdiction, except in one or two 
matters, it could certainly not be called o Proviacial Court. Mr. 
Dickins replied, and his lordship said he saw no section in the 
Orders in Council under which he could grant the appeal. The 
proper course as it appeared to him for the defendants to pursue 
was for them to apply for an order to remove the case for the con- 
sideration of the Privy Council or take it to Shanghai for a re- 
hearing. His lordship, therefore, dismissed the motion. The 
arguments adduced by the learned counsel for both sides were 
purely of a technical character, and occupied some little time. 

H.M.S. Iron Duke is to leave shortly after the arrival of the 
mail of July 31st, and the Salamis will follow her with a fort- 
night’s later mails. Mr. Watson will take this opportunity of 
visiting the northern ports of Hakodadi and Niigata. Mr. Lowder 
proceeds as British Consul to the latter port by the same oppor- 
tunity. 








THE “ZADKIA”’ CASE. 

The trial has been concluded of the action “Siber and Bren- 
wald versus the captain and owners of the steamer Zadkia” for 
damages alleged to have been suffered by reason of delay in the 
delivery of the merchandise carried. The actual time of the 
delay alleged, four months, was not denied in the answer; but 
several causes were pleaded which, it is averred, excused the 
delay for a portion of that period ; the defendants admitting a 
delay for which the ship is liable of only fourteen days. The 
evidence submitted in the case consisted of certain papers pur- 
porting to be copies of letters and telegraphic despatches bearing 
on the detention of the ship at Alexandria, a certain bottomry 
bond shown by defendants’ counsel, in which is recited the cause 
of the delay in the river Clyde, and the verbal testimony of the 
present master aud engineer ofthe ship. These alleged copies of 
despatches and letters, however, threw no light on the exact nature 
of the proceedings against the ship which caused the delay at Alex- 
andria. Seven days at Pointde Galle, and twenty at Singapore, were 
consumed in effecting repairs required by the engine and boilers, 
which had suffered injury from causes quite beyond contral. As 
to the delay of ten days in the Clyde, the master stated his belief 
that no blame can attach to any person for the grounding of the 
ship which there occurred, but he admits that-with a lightening 
of the ship to the extent of 100 tons of her burden, her draft 
would have been less by eight inches, and that this would have 
changed the conditions materially. A survey of the ship was had, 
and by anentry in the log book it appears that the survey re- 
port pronounced the ship to be “overloaded,” and that in conse- 
quence upwards of 100 tons of cargo were discharged, and not 
again re-laden on board. The plaintiffs presented a schedule of 
losses, making up an aggregate of $3,200 per month. 

The Court adjudged and decreed that the plaintiffs recover 
from the ship, her master and owners, the sum of $7,000, with 
interest thereon from the 19th day of May, 1872, the day of the 
ship’s arrival in the port of Yokohama, abthe rate of one per cent. 
per month. Costs to follow judgment. : 

Judgment has also been delivered in another action againat the 
vessel, in which Messrs. Hudson and Malcolm were the plaintiffs, 
and which was brought to enforce payment of several bottomry 
bonds executed at Galle, Aden, and Singapore, in favour of the 
plaintiffs. 

The Court decreed that the plaintiffs have and recover from 
the ship, her master and owners, the sum of £6,155 19s, 10d., and 
the further {sum of $8,888.44, with interest on said sums, from, 
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and after May 28, 1872, af the rate of 1 per cent. per month. 
Costs to follow judgment.

HIOGO—OSAKA. 
™ Our advices extend to July 18; the Pacific mail from New 
York, June 6, and the French mail from London, May 24, arrived 
out on July 12. : 


The Mikado, on his southward visit, has reached Osaka, ar- 
riving there five hours after the appointed time. With the 
exception of a general holiday that was observed at the Custom- 
house and other Government offices, ordinary traffic went on as 
usual, and no one could have imagined that an event fraught 
with so much importance as @ visit of the Emperor to the second 
largest city in Japan was about taking place. 

As soon as his Majesty was on shore no time was lost in greeting 
or presentations, but he was immediately assisted to mount the 
handsome Japanese horse which had been kept ready saddled for 
his arrival. ‘The horse was led by some attendants, and preceded 
by an officer on foot, bearing a small crimson flag having a white 
sh riienthenvin crest in its centre, the Imperial party entered the 
neighbouring Foreign-office or Custom-house. Hare the Mikado 
remained tilt about a quarter to nine o'clock, taking some refresh- 
ment, and receiving the various local officials who were presented 
tohim. On leaving the Foreign-office the Emperor, attended by 
the Governor and Vice-Governor on horseback, rode slowly be- 
tween two files of foot soldiers through the concession to the city. 
At the foot of the Foreigners-bridge a large bonfire had been lit 
by a neighbouring resident, the light from which enabled the small 
group of foreigners which had assembled there to get a good view 
of his Majesty. 

His Majesty paid a visit to the Mint, and expressed himself 
extremely gratified with all he saw there. He took up his quarters 
at the Reception House belonging to the establishment, which he 
ordered to be styled from that day “Seupukau.” Hise Majesty 
devoted a long morning to the details of the works, and subse- 
quently gave Major Kinder an audience, at which he graciously 
expressed his approval of all he had seen—an approval earned by 
the cordial and intelligent co-operation of the native and foreign 
officials who administer the affairs of the establishment. 





NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 


Nagasaki, Juty 15 (via San Franotsco). 

The mails from London of the 17th, 24th, and 3lst May 
arrived here at seven P.M. on the 13th inst., but were not 
delivered by the British postal authorities until the next 
morning (Sunday). It is a wonder we got them then, as 
we could not obtain the letters three mails ago, when 
the Salamis came in in broad daylight, owing to the day 
being Sunday, which, however, did not prevent the private 
friends of Mr. Quin from getting theirs, although the public 
could get none. This system is one which brings into contempt 
a service which can be used for private purposes, and calls for 
strict instructions to give all applied for, or give none at all. It 
isnot the first instance where we have had reason for complaining, 
and we suppose the present functionary, who shortly leaves for 
Yokohama, is serving us out before he goes. I hope his successor, 
Mr. Longford, will be more obliging. 
. The principal topics of the fortnight have been the land renters’ 
meeting, at which there was a scene or two between the Consul 
for the United States of America and the residents, and the other 
is the approaching visit of the Mikado, who is expected to arrive 
at Nagasaki this day week in the ironclad corvette Jho Sho Marz. 
The Nagasaki Express gave an account of the meeting last week, 
and at the same time administered a lecture to the Consular body, 
whose implicd if not openly-avowcd intention is to endeavour to 
keep the community in the same position as a lot of schoolboys 
would be in the presence of their master. Of course this sort of 
thing can never be, successfully carried out, and hence the undig- 
nifjed conduct of the chairman in retaining his seat when he could 
do nothing with the meeting. Hada leader appeared to move 
a resolution ‘‘ That the chair be vacated,” it would have been 
carried without a single opponent. However much I might write 
upon this subject it would be the old thing over again, but I can- 
not help expressing an opinion that a different system should be 
adopted, and that Her Majesty’s representative here should have 
votes more in proportion to the number of land renters’ interests 
he is charged with, and not be placed upon an equality with the 
representative of Italy, who represents no one but the country. 
The same arguments apply to the Belgian Consul, who has one 
person to care for, and he pays no taxes. 
_ Reforms in the constitution of the Municipal Council, as at pre- 
sent administered, are greatly needed, and, above all things, the 
member representing the largest number of land renters should 
have the greatest power, and not be overruled by those who 
ought to have none. Collective wisdom may be useful at times, 
but we are made painfully aware of the dangerous facilities 
afforded to obstructive persons who have hobbies to ride, or those 

rsons who consider themselves so much above the merchants—a 
‘oible which, I am sorry to say, is a great failing with the present 
American Consul at this port. 
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The visit of the Mikado will have a most beneficial effect upon 
the minds of the natives, who are looking forward to the event 
with great interest. So far as foreigners are concerned they are 
benefited by it, owing to the improvements which are now being 
made in the town of Nagasaki. These are of a permanent cha- 
racter, and although not extensive engineering works, they are 
what would not have been done for the next dozen years had not 
the ruler of the country paid us a visit. 

The foreign residents intend illuminating during the visit, at 
which the Covariinent officers have expressed themselves pleasod 
with the mark of respect intended to be shown to their Sovereign. 
Everyone has his leisure moments occupied by the coming feast 
of lanterns, and no endeavours will be spared to bring the event 
to a successful termination, if the weather will only clear up be- 
fore the day arrives. At present we are in the wet season, and 
everything is unpleasantly damp and the weather hot. The visit 
will be of three days’ duration, and whileit lasts we may anticipate 
a total cessation of business ; but this I think foreigners are quite 
prepared for, and will make a virtue of a necessity and do the same 
as Japan does. I have dwelt at some length upon the subject, 
but it is a prevalent failing just now at this place. 

At present only two men-of-war are in port :—the Russian 
corvette Vitias and the United States steamer Monocacy. The 
surveying vessel Sylvia is expected shortly. 

Business in new tea has not yet commenced in any large quan- 
tity, but arrivals have come forward much about the same as pre- 
vious years from the country. Tobacco for export to England has 
been settled somewhat extensively. The rate for draft on England 
keeps nominally high, and is quoted at about 4s. 10d. No vessels 
are loading for London. Nebukin are 396 per $100. You will 
have seen by the Nagasaki Express the Oregonian case and 
the subsequent salvage dispute. The case is to be tried here 
shortly before Sir Edmund Hornby, who comes over expressly 
for it, so that the expenses are likely to be somewhat heavy 
to one side or the other. I cannot give you particulars, as the 
current rumours are conflicting in the extreine and require 
some professional legal expert to sift them, as the side in tho 
right varies according to who gives you particulars. The case will 
be the P.M.8.S. Company v. Henry Gribble and Co. and others, to 
recover the property saved by them.

IMPORTS. 


YoxKOHAMA.—The position of the market remaincd much the %same 
as last reported, the demand being principally directed to Grey Shirt- 
ings and Yarns. There had been several arrivals from Home side, viz. : 
the Leander, Albuera and White Adder from London, the Eastern Chief 
from Glasgow, the Oceana from Liverpool, with general cargoes, and 
the Ivanhoe from Cardiff with coals.

TEA. 

YoxoHaMa.—The demand lately reported had continued, and set- 
tlements to the extent of about 7,500 piculs had been made, total set- 
tlements for the month being about 15,500 piculs; these had been 
chiefly of the good medium and fine grades at prices ruling much the 
same as last quoted, but the market closed with an upward tendency. 
The quality continued fair and showed more care in the preparation 
compared with previous crops; supplies had been about on a par with 
settlements, leaving the stock without change. The last P. M.S. 8. 
Company’s steamer took 810,498 Ibs. for New York, 154,921 lbs. for 
San Francisco, 53,490 lbs. for Boston, 26,946 lbs. for Chicago, and 
8,304 lbs. for Philadelphia; the Charley took only 5,170 lbs. for San 
Francisco. The Clara Bell sailed on the 19th July, with about 
120,000 Ibs. for San Francisco. The Polly Lewis, Leander, 883 tons, 
and Eastern Chief, 401 tons, were loading for New York, and the 
Oceana, 499 tons, had been offered for the same port. Quotations: —

BURNING OF THE PACIFIC MAIL STEAMER “ AMERICA.” 
Honea Kone, Spr. 3.—The Pacific Mail Company's steamer A me- 
rica has been destroyed by fire while en route from Yokohama to Hong 
Kong. After leaving Yokohama the cargo on deck took fire, and 
immediately afterwards the whole vessel became enveloped in flames, 
All efforts to extinguish the fire were unavailing, and the ship burned 
all night, the Hong Kong mails, the cargo, and the passengers’ and 
officers’ luggage being deatroyed. So rapid was the progress of the 
fire that all hands on board jumped into the water, as there was no 
time to lower and get into the boats. Six Chinese lost their lives, 
and ten Chinese engineers, the storekeeper, the steerage watchman, 
and the cook are miesing. The specie on board can be recovered. 


Lavnon.—On the 5th inst., Messrs. John Elder and Co. 
launched from their shipbuilding ‘yard at Fairfield, Govan, an iron 
screw steam-ship, of 3,055 tons grosa register, and 400 horse-power 
nominal, and of the following dimensions :—Length between perpen- 
diculars, 850 feet ; breadth moulded, 89 feet; depth 81 feet 6 inches- 
As the steamer left the ways she was gracefully named the “ Koning 
der Nederlanden,” by Mies Johnsonof London, assisted by Miss Walker 
of Glasgow, who cut away the dogshores. The Koning ‘der Neder- 
Janden has been designed and constructed for the Stoomvaart Neder: 
land Company’s service between Amsterdam and Javavia the Suez 
Canal. In her construction and equipment she has been fitted with all 
the latest improvements. Her saloon is elegant and commodious; her 
state-rooms are capacions, light, and well-aired, and they are furnished 
in a style of great elegance and beauty, While the comfort of the pas- 
sengers has been most sedulously cared for. She has ample accommo- 
dation for 100 first, 50 second, and a number of third-class passengers. 
The engines, which are being supplied by the firm, are upon their 
compound principle. This isthe fifth vessel the firm have launched 
during the last eighteen months for the Stoomvaart Nederland Company. 


Orcan ror THE Town Hatt or Bomspay.—Sir Albert Sassoon, 
Kt., K.C.S.1., a member of the well-known firm of Sassoon and 
Co., has presented to the town of Bombay a magnificent organ, 
costing about £2,000, in honoar of the Duke of Edinburgh’s visit to 
that city. It has been built by Messrs. Bishop and Starr, of Maryle- 
bone-road, and ia to be erected in the Town Hall of Bombay. The 
“ great organ” and “solo great organ” have each a compass from 
CC to A, fifty-eight notes, and are on the same manual, but the golo 
organ is on a higher pressure of wind. The ‘swell organ” and 
“ choir organ” have also a compass from CC to A, fifty-eight notes, 
and the “ pedal organ” a compass from CCC to F, thirty notes. The 
interior metal pipes are of spotted metal, and the exterior are of zinc, 
as zinc will better sustain the shaking it will receive during its long 
voyage. The wood pipes are all of mahogany, and the rest of the 
wood work is of mahogany, oak, and cedar, and is varnished through- 
out to protect it from the effects of changes of climate. The rollers 
are of tubular iron, the squares of gilded brass, and the wirework of a 
metal made expressly for this organ, instead of the usual tinned iron 
wire, which speedily rusts in India. All the leather work is poisoned, 
to protect it from the ravages of white ants. 


Mr. Pore’ Hewsnessry.—It is stated that the career of Mr. Pope 
Hennessey, the late Governor of Labuan, is still onwards. He will 
ere long pass from the administration of the British settlements on 
the West Coast of Africa to the Governorship of Trinidad, which is 
likely to become vacant by the promotion of the present Governor to 
the Proconsulship of Demerara. Those who remember the eulogiatic 
way in which Mr. Knatchball-Hugessen—of course delivering the 
opinion of the Colonial-office—spoke in the House of Commons of the 
ability and tact with which Mr. Pope Hennessey discharged the deli- 
cate duties imposed on him when tho Dutch possessions on the Weat 
Coast were transferred to England, will perhaps not be surprised that 
this gentleman should have been marked out for promotion by thé 


department.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsore, SEPT. 3. 


With the return of the Court to Berlin, the presence of the three 
Emperors and many of the ruling potentates of Germany, with their 
numerous suites, and the influx of visitors from all sides, anxious to 
see the Sovereigna, or attracted by the wish to become spectators of the 
military manceuvres and parades, illuminations, and other festivities, 
the capital has again assumed its usual appearance of light-hearted gaiety, 
to the great gratification of the shopkeepers and hotels, which latter 
are now overHowing with guests. From far and near excursion trains 
arrive from all the principal towns, starting from every point of the 
com: and converging on Berlin, so that the railways come in for 
their full share of the increased traffic. Three long trains were launched 
from this city yesterday and to-day, carrying off more than two thou- 
sand of these sight-seers, from which it may be inferred that their 
pockets are well lined with the nervus rerum. I will not here attempt 
to speculate on the political subjects that will, of course, be discussed 
by the Sovereigns and their Ministers, as the result will soon leak out 
and be duly transmitted to the daily press. : 

Bat now “look on this picture and on this.” Whilst in the “ metro- 
polis of modern intelligence,” as the people of Berlin are fond of calling 
their city, everything appears going on in the most satisfactory condi- 
tion; small capitalists are becoming millionaires, the funds are rapidly 
rising, and there is a plethora of money which cannot find investment. 
Under this brilliant but delusive surface there is more distress and misery 
to be found than ever existed among tbe poorer classes, arisinz from 
the enormous increase in the price of provisions, the frequent strikes, 
disease and sickness, and, above all, the absolute and utter insufficiency 
of dwellings for the poor. The extent of this latter exceeds all belief ; 
for though the municipal authorities have been spending money very 
freely in doing what they could for their relief in the way of fitting up 
empty buildings, warehouses, and barracks for their temporary accom- 
modation, it is far from coming up to the requirements of the case, and 
it is painful to read of the extraordinary shifts to which the poor people 
are put only to find a shelter for the night. Unused and empty railway 
carriages are in great request for this purpose, and directors and in- 
spectors shut their eyes to these irregularities from feelings of sympathy 
and compassion. It was only last week that a turn-table at one of the 
terminal stations at Berlin being out of order, instructions for its repair 
were issued ; on taking off the top the cavity beneath was found to be 
swarming with a colony of juvenile Troglodytes, no less than thirty- 
seven half-naked children being unearthed and brousht to light. 

Our Burgerschaft, which has been in recess for nearly two months, 
is convened for the despatch of business, and the first sitting will be 
held to-morrow. There is no lack of subjects for their consideration, 
no less than fourteen being placed on the order of the day, to say no- 
thing of a considerable number standing ovcr from the last session and 
waiting to be disposed of. They are mostly of local importance, having 
no interest abroad, except, perhaps, a message from the Senate asking 
the Burgerschaft for their concurrence to make an exception to the law 
restricting medical men, lawyers, and other officials iu the service of the 
State, from undertaking private practice. The exception asked for is to 
allow Herr Dalmann, the Government Engineer aud head of the Hydro- 
technical Department, to undertake the execution of the works about 
to be commenced for the new docks and warehouses on the opposite 
island of Steinwerder. The reasons assigned in the Scnatorial message 
are plausible enough—1. The Company have asked for his services; 2, 
which he is willing to give, subject to the consent of the Legislative 
bodies being obtained ; 3, as the land required for the works has been 
given by the State without compensation, and reverts to it under certain 
circumstances; being moreover for the use of the public, the improve- 
ment and enlargment of the harbour and the facilitation of our an- 
nually expanding trade and navigation, it may in some sense be 
considered as a public work not even requiring the concurrence 
sought for; and 4, it is highly desirable to entrust the execu- 
tion of the works to an engineer of undoubted capacity, of which 
he has afforded sufficient practical proof in the way he has executed 
the new docks and other hydrotechnicul works recently opened in tlie 
upper part of the harbour, and known as the Kaiser's Quay, rather than 
to call in a stranger unacquainted not only with the locality, but with 
the wants and requirements of the merchants and shipowners of this 
elty. 

And this reminds me of 8 cognate subject, which is, that the works for 
the great docks at Cuxhaven have been commenced, and the excavations 
are being carried on with spirit by more than 500 navvies and labourers. 
There was no public demonstration, though a considerable number of 
the inhabitants had turned out to see the first sod cut and wheeled away 
by Mrs. Giles, the wife of the engineer-in-chief, after which the latter 
made a speech to the assemblage, forcibly dwelling on the importance 
of the work commenced that day for the future interests not only of 
Cuxhaven, but of all Germany. 

The thirteenth annual congress of the German political economists 
was held this year at Danzig, and was opened on the 26th ult. The 
most important subject for discussion—the vital question of the necessity 
of a reform in the Custom-house tariff of the Zollverein—was placed 
at the head of the list on the order of the day for the first sitting, A 
great many members insisted on the urgency of the reform that must be 
made in support of the principles of free trade, which alone would satisfy 
the nation ; and as there was no opposition offered the following motion 
was put and carried unanimously :—‘' Resolved, that the present state 
of our national economics requires the immediate revival and uninter- 
rupted contiauation of the agitation for a radical reform of the existing 
tariff of import and export duties hy the Parliament of the German 
Empire. This object can only be gained by the consistent and uncom. 
promising abolition of the protective system ; secondly, by the simpli- 
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fication of the tariff, retaining only a few Anancial daties; and thirdly, 
the immediate and total repeal of the import duty on raw iron and 
chemicals, and of the export duty on rags.’’ 

The “ German Steam Navigation Company of Hamburg” advertise 
* that their arrangements are now perfected for a regular monthly com- 
munieation with the Far East, and that one of their steamers will for 
the fature be despatched every month “ at greatly reduced freights,” via 
Suez Canal, to Penang, Singapore, Hong Kong, and Shanghai; and 
also taking cargo at through rates to Batavia, Sourabaya, Samarang, 
Padang, Macussar, Manila, Saigon, Nagasaki, and Yokohama. The 
Enterprise is to lcave this port on the 10th inst. 

According to the accounts received here from Nijni Novgorod, the 
arcat annual fa'r had opened under unfavourable auspices, caused by 
the great losses suffered from the recent fire, which are said to amount 
to two million rubles. However, it appears that an improvement has 
faken place since, especially in iron, teas, and manufactured articles. 
On the other hand, hides and skins continued in a depreesed state, and 
leather was 10 per cent. lower than in May. Of the 120,000 calf 
skins brought to the fair searcely any had been disposed of. Of cow- 
hair 15,000 poods had been eold for shipment to England. There was 
but a small assortment of wool, but Donskoi sorts were in fair demand, 
both for Germany and England. Horse-hair was at first dull, but lat- 
terly a better feeling prevailed. Camel’s-hair was abundant, but almost 
unsaleable unless at a greatsacrifice. Bochara Silk moves off slowly at 
250 roubles. Large quantities of Persian and Bochara cotton are on 
show, but there are no buyers, Furs are in great request and very dear, 
especially Squirrels ; Merluschkins too high for the export trade. Er- 
mine alone is neglected, the high rates demanded precluding business 
to any large extent. Greyhareskins sell readily at 36 copeks each, 
and white ditto at 14 to 16 copeks. Foxes skins are in demand. 

Yosterday, being the anniversary of the great and decisive battle of 
Sedan and the capture of Napoleon III., was kept here as a general 
holiday, all the shops being closed, and most of the houses decorated 
with flags, as were also the vessels in the harbour, In the evening 
there was an illumination, but only partial, as the only official recogni- 
tion of the great event was that all the public schools were closed, and 
both masters and pupils made holiday, by order of the Senate. 

The cattle disease has broken out very suddenly in our immediate 
neighborhood ; last week eighteen cows died in one ficld in the out- 
lying rural suburb of Eppendorf, communication with which is now 
cut off bya military cordon furnished by a battalion of the 76th regi- 
ment.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, Sept. 4. 

Since last Monday about 100 Internationalists have arrived in the 
Hague, and up to this moment the town is not burned down, to the 
great disappointment, {it seems, of the leading Opposition paper, 
Affairs are as quiet and orderly as we could wish—it is even dull. J 
need not say that the people generally have no sympathy for these men, 
who wear as a mark of distinction a blue ribbon, and some of them the 
traditional red neckcloth. No open meeting has been held as yet, and 
reporters are not admitted to the secret assemblages, so that we know 
nothing about tho proceedings except that much discord prevails 
amongst these “ gentlemen of the pavement,” with heads a /a Grecley, 
about questions which must be decided before the congress can be 
opened. A great number of newspaper correspondents who have come 
from abroad are of course much annoyed because they cannot find 
out anything about the proceedinzs of these, whom I may call 
the sweepings of society. Tlic French Government has sent 
some commissaries of the police to watch over suspected persons of 
that nationality. As faras I can obtain information, but four members 
of the ex-Commune have arrived in the Hague, viz., Deruere, Ranvier, 
Serailler and Leo Frankel. But several of the deputies withhold their 
frue names, because they are criminals who, if known, would be forth- 
with turned out of Holland. Perhaps something interesting may happen 
to-day, but till] now this Congress has deeply disappointed all the seekera 
after sensational news, who had dreamt in anticipation of petroleuses, 
murder on a large scale, and a complete and general social revolution. 
It was even said by the Conservative Press that the strike of the 
Weavers in our cotton districts was the commencement of the revolution- 
ary movement. This of course was nothing but imagination. The 
disorder in Almelo and cther towns in that district lasted but a few days’ 
and all is now calm, as before. The masters have granted higher wages, 
and the people are content. But nevertheless I should not be surprised to 
find much exaggeration in the letters which are forwarded by the 
special correspondents. It is very strange, but nevertheless it is truc, 
that foreigners cannot write about Tolland without making tho most 
_. Curious blunders about our people and our social institutions. If you 
could afford the spuce I should be able to give you the most extraor- 
dinary illustrations of this fact, drawn from the articles which were 
Published some days ago by the Holnische Zeitung, and which were 
written by Karl Gutzkow, the famous German novolist. 1 can recom- 
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In this connection I may refer to the lIcading article of The Times, 
stating that the Italian Government propose. to establish a criminal 
settlement on the island of Borneo. The Tunes, which, it seems, is 
not aware that two-thirds of this island is under Dutch sovereignty, 
assures us that the Sultan of the island has granted permission to the 
Italian Government, and this permission has been approved of by the 
English Cabinet. The rights of the Dutch are completely overlooked, 
and, as I have said, The Times is probably unaware of their existence. 

The majority of our literary men, with their ‘¢ Flemish brothren,” are 
now assembled in Middelburg, to attend the Literary Congress which is 
to be held in this beautiful town. The day before yesterday the Ant- 
werp ‘‘ beggara”’ arrived ‘there to inaugurate the monument which is 
erected at Souburg, in commemoration of Marnix van St. Aldegonde. 
An enormous number of ‘ Liberals” wero present at this political cere- 
Mony. 

Tau politics dullness still prevails, and will continue until the ses- 
sion of the Second Chamber ia opened. It is said that his Majesty will 
soon return from his trip to Switzerland, and that our Queen will again 
visit your beautiful watering-place, Torquay. The Ministers are still 
busy with their budgets. 

A quiet tone has prevailed in our Produco Market for most of the 
leading articles, and no change of note has occurred in prices.

THE INDIAN REVENUE AND CHINESE OPIUM. 

The following letter on this subject appeared in the Times of 
Friday last :— 

Sir,—On various occasions Zhe Times has, in leading articles on 
Indian affairs, referred to the importance of the opium trade with 
China as affecting the Indian revenue ; in fact, it is generally admitted 
that the great receipts from opium form the pivot of our Indian revenue 
system, and that it would be most difficult to find substitutes if those 
receipts materially diminished. You have done me the honour at 
different times to insert letters of mine referring to the same matter— 
letters written both from India and latterly in this country, but 
not until now bearing my own name. Having been a witness 
before the Committee of the House of Commons for Indian affairs, 
I was asked, among other things, if my experience of the trade 
while a merchant in India led me to think that the Indian 
revenue had been, or was now, in danger from competition, and 
I replied that I had not hitherto entertained any fear, but that 
now I thought the competition from opium grown in China itself did 
appear to be getting dangerous, as the information we possessed (how- 
ever imperfect it was) pointed to an increased quantity of home-grown 
opium, and, what was even more important, to a great improvement 
in the quality. I referred the Committee to the information given in 
the “ Opium Blue-book,” lately published in Calcutta, and especially 
to the Report of the Government examiner of Opium on samples of 
China grown opium lately brought from China by Mr. Nasserwamjee, 
a highly respectable Parsee merchant, and sent by him to the Revenue 
Board. The opium examiner compared them with other samples ree 
ceived some years before, and reported agreat improvement in quality 
and approximation to the character of Indian opium. I was then asked 
by the Committee what appeared to me the best thing to be done to 
ascertain if the danger was real or imaginary, and I replicd that I 
thought the Government of India ought to do at once what the Board 
of Revenue had recommended to the Lieutenant-Cisvernor of Bengal 
(Sir W. Grey, now at home), and which he had recommended to the 
Supreme Government, to send their own Commissioner or Commission - 
ers to China, to reside for some time at the principal place of production 
and manufacture, and get all the information they could. Long ago 
T had the same idea, and had urged itas much as I could in conversa- 
tion with Government officials and brother mercbants, and in letters 
in your paper and elsewhere, and when I saw the quarter in which it 
wa3 now supported I had confidently hoped that it would be done, and 
done at once. The Supreme Government, however, negatived the 
proposal, preferring, as they said, to get information through Her 
Majesty’s Consuls at the treaty porta in China—gentlemen who have 
already plenty to attend to in their own departments, and can only 
pick up at second hand information which ought to be secured on the 
spot if this canbe done. ; 

If it cannot be done there is an end to the matter, but I have never 
heard of or read of any anticipated difficulty, and I would now ask 
your attention, and, through you, that of all interested in Indian 
affairs, to the report of Mr. Consul Caine to the Supreme Government 
of India, a copy of which I now enclose. It is taken from the Cal- 
cutta Englishman paper of the 80th of July. Yon will see that tho 
Consul at the very port in China which is nearest to the place of 

rowth speaks of ‘‘ largely increased production,” and of “the lasting 
mprovement in the quality,” but begins his report by saying that 
“ full and ageurate information, which is so emphatically necessary on 
a subject of guch vast importance, can only be procured by personal 
observation on the spot,’—in short, he recommended just the same 
thing as hag already been urged on, and been negatived by, the Go- 
vernment. 

Surely it seems a business-like and common sonae conrse that has 
been sugcested? The Consul’s letter epcaks of a French gentleman 
who has been travelling through Yunuan, and reports the cultivation 
as procceding there also. Mr. Cooper travelled through and resided 
in the interior of China for some time, and French Roman Catholie 
tnissionaries have long done the same, Why cannot the Commissioners 


of the Indian Government do so also?—Your obedient servant,

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THE SHANGHAI MUNICIPALITY. 

For some time passed we have contented ourselves by 
summarising the proceedings of the Shanghai Municipal 
Council ; of course, at best, its periodical minutes can but be 
a progress report of the projects sanctioned by the rate- 
payers. The late Council’s annual report, and the rate-payers’ 
debate on it, as well as the Budget for the current year, go 
far to mark what may be aptly termed the internal progress 
of Shanghai. The first thing that must strike any person 
conversant with the working of Municipal Institutions is the 
public spirit of the gentlemen who accept the office of 
Councillors. They give much valuable time and atten- 
tion, and undertake grave responsibilities gratuituously, 
and they are ably aided by their permanent staff. Perhaps 
few municipalities possess employés who are ‘so devoted to 
their duties as those of the Shanghai Council. This unity 
of action between the Council and its staff has tended much 
to earning for Shanghai the fairly appropriate title of the 
Model Settlement. 

The police force continues a credit to the place, the nature 
of crime is only that which must necessarily take place in 
any town wherever there isa mixed population. - The im- 
provements continue in a steady manner. Roads and 
drainage go on yearly, the landing accommodation has been 
increased ; these are the principal current works advancing 
steadily. The progress of Shanghai is best evidenced by the 
growing needs of its community ; a call is now made for 
more street room in its main thoroughfare, the Bund is to be 
extended, the carriage traffic has to be controlled under 
stringent regulations so as to insure safety to the public. 
The extension of the Bund isa desirable undertaking, if for no 
other than sanitary reasons. The filling up of the foreshore 
removes any apprehensions that may exist as to danger to 
health by such a large surface of ground over which the tide 
flows being exposed to the action for hours of a scorching 
sun. That the extension of the shore line will in any way 
benefit the course of the river Hwangpoo we have our doubts 
at present, but time will solve this question. 

A tramway scheme is on foot, which, if successful, as we have 
every reason to believe it will be, will bring about the set- 
tlement of the now important question to the community of 
efliciently bridging the Soochow Creek. The matter of 
water works has engrossed the attention of the Council ; it 
has advanced some suggestions in the late annual report 
which have found such favour with the ratepayers that the 
subject is to be discussed at a special meeting. That the 
end in view will be best attained by being undertaken by the 
public, or by private enterprise, is one worthy of serious con- 
sideration. That difficulty will ever exist as to the position 
ofa permanent pumping station on shore, caused by the 
silting up, or cutting away of the river bank, there can be 
no doubt, and this evil we apprehend can best be overcome 
by having the pumping machinery afloat, so that it can be 
moved at anytime. The system of water supply in Geneva 
may, we think, be copied in Shanghai with advantage in 
this respect. The new Council has energetically entered on 
its labours, and the community has again to congratulate 
itself upon having the administration of its municipal affairs 
presided over by Mr. Joan Dent. 


LONDON. 
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THE AUDIENCE QUESTION. 

Ir is not unnatural that our friends in China should be 
watching with intense interest the development of a series of 
events which, for good or evil, are likely to materially affect 
foreign intercourse with that country. These events—com- 
prising the marriage of the youthful Emperor, the revision 
of the German and other Treaties, the gradual increase of 
warlike resources in the shape of ships, arms, and foreign 
drilled troops, with other matters familiar to readers of our 
paper—are at this moment viewed from only one stand- 
point—their effect upon the much-debated and much-vexed 
“ Audience Question.” Rightly or wrongly our China 
contemporaries seem agreed to regard this as a test of 
China’s future intentions ; nor are we prepared to say that 
they are altogether wrong. There can be no doubt that an 
importance attaches to matters of form and ceremony 
amongst Oriental nations which Europeans find it hard to 
recognise. Especially is this the case in China, where the 
“divinity that doth hedge a king” is, from the autocratic 
nature of the sovereign power, an essential safeguard, not 
merely to the power, but even to the personal safety of the 
“Son of Heaven.” For ages past, since an antiquity beside 
which our own history is one of yesterday, has the occupant 
of the dragon throne been regarded as at once the one su- 
preme temporal ruler and the high priest of the unknown, 
yet one Gop. The “Son of Heaven” is no fanciful title 
bestowed upon the Chinese Emperor by foreigners, but is 
the veritable translation of a phrase commonly used to desig- 
nate his Masesry, 

It is therefore easy to understand how any acts on the 
part of foreigners which imply equality with a Sovereign 
whose very glance is deemed “sacred,” seem to the natives 
almost sacrilegious. Did this sacred character pertain to 
the Empzror as Sovereign Pontiff only, we might humour a 
belief which, however absurd, is held by nearly a third of 
the human race. But, unfortunately, the high priest is King 
also, and the laughable pretensions of the one become the 
source of grave difficulties with the other. Those best 
qualified to judge upon the spot—even men who subject 
themselves to the charge of ultra fanaticism in favour of all 
that is Chinese—are agreed in one point, that this personal 
isolation on the part of the Emperor must be broken down. 
His pretensions would matter little did they not involve a 
daily interference, partly theoretical but partly real, in the 
affairs of State. It is this autocratic element in the Govern- 
ment which alone makes the Audience Question of any im- 
portance in China, and we can fully comprehend the anxiety 
felt by the Chinese to retain, and by the foreign residents to 
do away with, pretensions which once upset can never be suc- 
cessfully revived. There is another point of view in connec- 
tion with the Audience Question which must not be lost 
sight of. As we have implied, Chinese and foreigners alike 
will view the reception by the Emperor of ambassadors 
on equal terms as a humiliation on his part, in so far as it 
publicly proclaims that he has abandoned his pretensions as 
the vice-regent of Heaven. But more than that, it will impose 
upon every provincial official, from Tsung tuh to the Yamen 
runner, the necessity of treating those foreigners with whom 
he comes in contact as equals by courtesy. So long as the 
Emperor refuses to even see an “outer barbarian,” so long 
may his subordinates plead Imperial example for arrogance 
and impertinence to Europeans. We can, therefore, easily 
understand with what dislike they view the approaching 
possibility of an event which, once consummated, will for 
ever destroy a precedent so agreeable to their feelings. 


Messrs. GELLATLY, Hankey, SEWELL, and Co. have issued 
a circular to British shipowners on behalf of the Messageries 
Maritimes Company, calling for their co-operation in the 
action which the directors have brought, to test the validity 
of the increased rates imposed by the Suez Canal Company. 
Some two months since we gave the text of the memorial, 
or case, drawn up by the directors of the Messageries, and 
we trust that shipowners in this country willsee the wisdom 
of strengthening their hands as much as possible, The trial 
is expected to commence in Paris this day. 


TELEGRAMS were received on the 4th inst., announcing 
the destruction by fire of the Pacific Mail Company’s steamer 
America, while on a voyage from Yokohama to Hong Kong. 
The accounts differ somewhat in their recital of the details 
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of the catastrophe, but unite in stating that the cargo and 
the Hong Kong mails are destroyed, but that the passengers 
and crew have escaped, with the exception of about twenty 
Chinese stokers. 


Tue ourrent number of Blackwood’s Magazine contains 


an article upon Japan, which is of a similar character to 
those on the same subject which have appeared recently in 
other periodicals. It summarises the history of the country 
from its earliest period, and details the striking changes 
which have taken place in the policy of the Government in 
adopting European laws and customs. 


Ir will be seen by our Hamburg Correspondent’s letter, 
that the Steamship Company, organised a few months since, 
are now ready to despatch a steamer once a month to the 
Far East. The Enterprise, which has been purchased for 
the line, will be despatched on the 10th inst.

A DAY IN A JAPANESE THEATRE. 

The Cornhill Magazine for this month presents its readers with 
a graphic description of the dramain Japan, by Mr. E. H. House. 
To read this amusing review is almost to persuade oneself that 
Mr. Boucicault must have studied in the Japanese school of his- 
trionic art when he was concocting Babil and Bijou, the splendid 
spectacle with which he is cramming Covent Garden nightly. It 
is curious to notice how things theatrical revolve in a cycle, and 
repeat themselves, like more important affairs. One of Mr. Bou- 
cicault’s greatest successes, the Colleen Bawn, is, for example, and 
making allowance for local colouring, a mere reproduction of a 
Hindoo play, acted 2,000 years ago, and translated hy Professor 
Wilson, under the title of Zhe Golden Cart. The imitation is, no 
doubt, unconscious, but the resemblance is amazing. Our busi- 
ness, however, on the present occasion is with the Japanese drama, 
which appears to be conducted alternately in dialogue and most 
expressive pantomime. 

he theatre to which Mr. House conducts us is in Yedo, and 
he premises that it is necessary for the thorough perception of the 
merits and bearings of the Japanese drama that one whole day should 
be devoted toit. There arc three theatres in Yedo, and it appears 
that the ‘‘ abominable custom of taking money at the doors ” does 
not prevail there. On the contrary, the audience is regaled with 
tea on assuming their seats, at about eight o'clock in the morning. 
The theatre itself is described as resembling our Adelphi in area, 
but falling short of it in height, and capable of containing two 
thousand persons. — 

The ‘‘ programmes” would appear to be very extraordinary 
documents, for Mr. ITouse tells us that for amplitude of descrip- 
tion and copiousness of illustration the new worlds of Europe 
and America know nothing to compare with them. They are not 
slips or sheets of paper, but little books neatly bound, and worth 
preserving. They present a list of the day’s proposed entertain- 
ments, with names of the actors and portraits of some of the most 
distinguished among them, followed by very full analyses of the 
various plots, with coloured illustrations of the principal scenes. 
These amusing little volumes are sold for a halfpenny. The time 
when these programmes are handed round is the happy moment 
when the visitor is informed of the price of his admission. This 
varies according to the hour when the visitor arrives, but the 
maximum is about half a Mexican dollar. 

The scenic appointments are good; but the situation of their 
musicians is less satisfactory. Two galleries are platforms, about 
five feet above the stage, which accommodate orchestra and 
chorus. There are generally three “ samisen,” or guitar players, 
and three singers on each side; and their position is accounted for 
by their utility in explaining the progress of the drama. Other 
twelve musicians are placed below with flutes, ‘* kotos,” or /Kolian 
harps, and drums, some broad and shallow-like tambourines, and 
some shaped like hour-glasses. After the overture the performance 
commences, the favourite actors receiving an enthusiastic ‘‘ recep- 
tion” from their friends. The female characters are performed by 
men, who are admirably made up for their parts. Their dresses 
are very splendid, costly in material, and well contrasted in colour, 
and they perform a dance by way of lever de rideau. 
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The play which followed on the occasion of Mr. House’s visit 
was called Bumbuku Chagama ; or the Bubbling Tea-pot, and was 
founded on the legend of an enchanted tea-pot, which had the ex- 
traordinary property of turning itself into a badger, and then 
(through events in which we ueed not follow the writer) intoa 
beautiful woman. Tn the last scene, the badger, harassed and worn 
out, seeks refuge once more in the tea-pot, which is broken to 
pieces by a priest armed with a fragment of tombstone. Then 
ensues a ‘‘ transformation scene,” not dissimilar to our own. A 
churchyard is changed into a smiling garden, and in the midst, 
lovely woman, released from her enchantment, stands ready to 
reward her adorer. 

This is a fair description of the average drama. But lively 
comedies and plays of the class which we call “domestic” are 
almost as much favoured as the fairy tales. One of the most 

pular of the latter, it may be mentioned, is merely a local ren- 

ering of the legend of The Fair One with the Golden Locks, 
so well known to us through the charming writings of the Countess 
D’Anois and Mr. Planché. The acting is descfibed as being ex- 
ceedingly expressive and good. One of the performers to whom 
Mr. House was introduced was painted from top to toe, having to 
nate a ‘‘beto,” or groom,—one of a Aue which is dis- 
tinguished all over Japan by profuse and elaborate tatooting ; 
and a singular “ umbrella dance,” full of ingenious developments 
and strange surprises—almost resembling a brilliant pyrotechnic 
display, is described in such terms of praise as will probably in- 
duce some of our metropolitan managers to imitate it at 
Christmas. 

After several of these parts of a very long programme, as twilight 
approaches, candles are lighted, and what the French call a 
Solennité commences. Just before the termination of the ballet, 
a device well known in our theatres is practised. An actor, dressed 
simply as a citizen, rises from amongst the audience, and, attract- 
ing attention by his cries and eccentric gestures, makes his way to 
the stage, having reached which he changes his tone, and announces 
that his purpose was only to gain the public ear and give informa- 
tion of the novelty in store, which is not set down in the bills. 
Everybody had risen to depart, but now everybody sits down 
again, and immediately afterwards an immense number of 

reons pour in from the street, filling every corner of the 
fonse. It appears that, on the occasion of a first performance, 
which always takes place at the close of a day, the theatre is 
thrown open, and any person nay enter gratuitously. If the new 
piece is well received, the favourable report of 1,000 auditors is a 
good advertisement ; but, as has been remarked in other commu- 
nities, these free comers are the rnost exigent of the spectators. 

We have now extracted all that we think the bulk of our 
readers will require us to reproduce from Mr. House’s very enter- 
taining paper; but we cannot close without commending these 
Japanese plays to the attention of our friends of The Phenix. A 
translation of some of the dramas which Mr. House saw would, 
we are sure, interest many general readers, while it would enrich 
the pages of that most valuable of Oriental miscellanies. 








Monetary ans Commercial, 


With reference to the failure of Messrs. Gledstanes and Co.’a 
report has appeared in several of the daily newspapers that the 
unsecured creditors will obtain only a trifling dividend—pro- 


bably not more than 1s. to 1s. 6d. in the pound. This statement 


is wholly without foundation. The books and accounts of the 
firm were placed immediately after the suspension in the hands 
of Messrs, Harding and Co., the accountants, and until their state- 
ment of the position of affairs is issued nothing can be known of 
the probable résults of the liquidation. The private deposits in 
the firm, which will inflict the most serious consequences, we un- 
derstand, amount to about £170,000. The Court of Bankruptcy 
have extended the protection order granted to the debtors last 
week, sine die. In consequence of the stoppage of Messrs. Gled- 
stanes and Co., the firm of Leggatt and Co., of London and 
Bombay, has been compelled to suspend payment, and in order 
to protect the rights of all creditors, have presented a petition 
for liquidation of their estate. The liabilities are estimated at 
about £150,000, and statements are made that they will be paid 
in full. 

A meeting has been held of holders of bills drawn by Messrs. 
Chapman, King, and Co., of Shanghai, on Gledstanes and Co., with 
& view to an agreement as to the course to be adopted. We un- 
derstand that the representations made by Messrs. Chapman and 
King were considered very satisfactory, and that a formal suspen- 
sion will be avoided. 

Mesars. M’Arthur, M’Lean, und Co., ship owners and sugar 
brokers, Greenock, have suspended payment, with liabilities, it is 
stated, of about £100,000. Their suspension is attributed to specu- 
lation in raw sugar. 
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The traffic returns on the European lines of the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company for the month of August amounted to 
£.131,606, against f.106,612 for the corresponding period of 1871. 
In consequence of the interruptions on the Siberian land lines, 
the traffic returns of the China and Japan section for the month 
of August have not yet arrived. 

Tenders for £650,000 in bills on India were received on the 
4th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were :— 
To Calcutta, £416,800 ; Bombay, £220,000 ; and Madras, £13,200. 
The minimum was fixed, as before, at 1s. 10$d. Tenders on Cal- 
cutta and Madras at 1s. 103d. will recaive about 12 por cent. ; 
and on Bombay at that price 86 per cent.; above in full. A 
somewhat increased demand is apparent, compared with the last 
occasion. 

Bar Silver has again slightly improved in price, and may now 
be quoted as 60 5-16d. to 60§d. per oz. standard. Mexican dollars 
remain as last quoted, viz., 60d. and 624d. per oz. for new and old 


coinages respectively.
